FIHST LIRT MBEAGRE

When, during the first dayvs of the
fghting, rumors were bandied about von-
gorning alleged total destruction of cer-
taln unita In the expeditionary force,
London awaited In breathless fear the
frauance of the gasunity llsts that would
ponfirm or deny those awful rumors. The
frst 15t contained the names of three
oMesra—Major Arthur Hughes Onslow,
of the 'Menth Huesars, Killad, and Brig-
apdler General A. H. Bhot, of the Royal

Artillery, and Colonel M, W, I Hidye,
wounded—in an mutomoblle accldent,

This wns on August 18, before the
British got under fre at Mons, Rut
everybady In England  belleved  they

were facing the foe at that time, and
the long delay from August 19 to Sep-
tember 2, whon the second st was muade
known through the War Offlee, bore down
wery heavily, Indeed, upon the nerves of
an anxious public.

Hefars the arrival of that second lat,
fong heralded in Sir John French's dig-
potches and briefly mentloned by Lord
Kitehener In the House of Lords ax being
under way several days béfore, the nime
of ane officer wounded (n a skirmish® with
Thinna on August 21 leaked through to
England—Licutenant the Earl of Laeven
and Melvllle of the Roynl Seots Grays.
Bo far ns can he learned he wan the frst
member of the expoditionary force In any

YROLL OF HONOR" VIOTIMS.

Thers was many a mle face among
thowe millions of folk who seanned the
tragle lists in the newspapera of Bep-
temhor 3. Parents and wives and sweot-
hearte of the men in the ranks found
no rellef from thelr suspenae, for It wns
tmpossihla for the press to print more
than the names of officers in the *“'roll of
honor ' —there were 155 of those alfme in
that second Hst, Two days Iater came
nnother  depreoseing  arcay; 170 officer
capunltles that time.

MONTENEGRINS SURPRISE
AUSTRIANS AND SLAY 1500

Column Adwvancing to Relief of
Sarajevo Cut to Pleces,
'LONDON, Oct. 12

A dispateh to the Reuter Telegram
Company from Cettinje savs that on
O¢taber 7 the Montenegring engnged inh
the greatest battle with the Austrians
since the beginning of the war near
Kalenoviteh, In Bosnin.  The Austrians,
W,000 strong, tried to cut off the Monte-
negrin army operating townrd Sarajevo,
The Mentenegrine succeeded In surpris-
Ing thelir foe ns they were marcehHing In
column formation and in the first day
of fighting Inflicted a loza of 1600 men.

The Austrians, says the correspondent,
seping the Impossibility of advancing in
the direction of Sarnjeve, fell back on
Kalenoviteh, leaving bohind 500 more men
killed and wounded. The Montenegrins
made a Inrge number of prisoners and
captured n lnrge gquantity of stores.

Vavaresco felt the matter no keenly that
=lie gent Prince Ferdinand's love letter
to the 'vincess Marie, It was sald. Never-
theless the marvinge betwean Prince Fer-
dinand and Princess Marle took place In
Janary, 1892 At the time Prinece Fer-
dinund was 26 vears old and hls brlde only
15. There are five children.

Ferdinand, 1t Is sald, Wne never attalned
any great degree of popularity In Ru-
manin, although his Pan-Slavic attitude
during the Halkan ware began to hring
him Into favor. Tt wlll be recalled that
the Inte King maintained a decided]y un-
woleomed neutrality in that strugele, and
the stand In oppoaition tuken by the heir
appenled to the growing nationalism of
the Rumanfan people.  Sines the hogin-
ning of the present trdubles Ferdinand
hns plaged himself In direct and out-
spoken opposltion to the King, an act
which has made the Rumanlan prople
ook upon him with more kindliness than
befure. ]
